Foreign Minister Pierre-Etienne 
Fiandin went to London"for vital con- 
versations beginning tomorrow, 
French officials said, “almost” con- 

. vyinced he should make a “preventive 
war” against Adolf Hitler now, rather 
than “submit to carnage two years 
from now when tréaty breakers will 
be strong.” 

The French delegation carried with 
it to the London Locarno and League 
talks a mandate to stand firm for 
punishment of the reich. 

Ftance, officials said, is resolved 
to throw her all inte the crisis if 
necessary to preserve “the future 
peace of Europe,” as Premier Albert 
Sarraut told parliament yesterday.

She 
was admitted to Grady 26 days ago 
suffering “essential hypertension,” or 
in non-medical language, high blood 
pressure, 

At that time her blood pressure 
reading was 240, exactly twice the 
normal of 120. o weeks ago she 
astounded physicians by showing a 
blood pressure jump to 200, accompa- 
nied by a stroke of apoplexy, described 
by medical authorities as almost un- 
heard of in a girl of her age. 

Since that time she has been uncon- 


scious, with a temperature running aa 


high as 107 degrees.

BELGIUM 1S READY 
IQ UPROLD FRANCE 


Premier of Small Euro- 
pean Country Urges Na- 
tion To Continue Calm. 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, March 11.— 
(?)—Belgium, “strong in our right 
and sure of our friends,” is ready to 
stand with France and Great Britain 
in defending the Locarno @featy, Pre- 
mier Paul. Van’ Zeeland told an ex- 
pectant chamber of deputies today. 

The premier of the tiny country 
which was among thie most tragic 
sufferers in the World War advised 
the nation to remain calm. 

Van Zeeland, who attended the 
Locarno conference in Paris yester- 
day, opened his address by saying: 

“With common sense and cool reso- 
lution, in spite of the errors and past 
angers of the hour, we can spare our 
children the horrors, uncertainty and 
misery which our generation had to 


bear.” 
Hitler “Unjustified.” 

Van Zeeland pointed out that the 
Franco-soviet mutual military assist- 
ance pact, which Adolf Hitler gave as 
his reason for violating Locarno, does 
not concern Beligum and that Ger- 
many’s repudiation of the pact is “un- 
justified” so far as this country is 
concerned. 

“Should the Locarno powers fail 
to agree on the problems facing them,” 
he said, “the worst consequences are 
possible for us, the whole world and 
our civilization.” 

He pledged Belgium’s allegiance to 
Locarno “until it is replaced by an- 
other accord between all interested 


parties.” 
Deportation Urged. 

Previously in the chamber session 
Deputy Raymond Fouecart had sug- 
gested that Belgium expel all German 
subjects “except anti-Hitlerites” be- 
cause of Germany’s denunciation of 
Locarno. 

Dave Hennen Morris, the United 
States ambassador, and all other for- 
eign diplomats except. the German 
ambassador, heard Van Zeeland de- 
clare: “Every imaginable precaution 
must be taken to prevent events es- 
eaping from the control of those who

STRIKERS, OWNERS 
MEET LAGUARDIA 


Both Sides Confident of 
Victory in Building 
Service Tie-Up in N. Y. 


NEW YORK, March 11.—())— 
Both sides foresaw victory tonight ae 
strikers and employers conferred again 
with Mayor F. H. LaGuardia in 
search of a settlement basis for the 
ll-day-old building service strike. 

“I predict victory within 48 hours,” 
said James J,. Bambrick, etrike leader, 
as he prepared to attend the confer- 
ence, 

“The strike was a flop and we 
knew it was going to be @ flop,” said 
Walter Gordon Merritt, spokesman for 
the owners. 

Meanwhile, gum-booted pickets 
sloshed through a drizzling rain before 
more than 2,000 buildings in the met- 
ropolitan area. QOne.hundred and -fif- 
ty strikers, Bambrick said, had ap- 
pealed for federal relief to tide them 
over the strike period and it was an- 
nounced -at strike headquarters that 
many others were planning to follow 
suit, 

Owners claimed service was near 
normal in all buildings affected, but 
the city health department continued 
to.receive calls from tenants for gar- 
bage removal, heat and emergency ele- 
vator service. 

Mayor LaGuardia asked the dieput- 
ants to confer again after listening 
to a radio address by Merritt last night 
in which he said the operators were 
ready to arbitrate mimimum wages. 
Merritt emphasized, however, that the 
realty advistory board would arbitrate 
nothing else. 

The union, on the other hand, en- 
tered the conference prep to put 
its men back ‘to work immediately aft- 
er selection of an arbitrator to mediate 
all its demands. That hae been the 
mayor’s repeated suggestion as a basis 
for settlement. 

Although Bambrick claimed the op- 
erators were “about to capitulate,” 
there was no apparent weakness in the 
landlords’ front. 

“The strikers have shot their bolt 
and failed,” said Walter Gordon Mer- 
ritt, spokesman for. the realty beatd.

1) DELAYED WEEK 


Court Promises Complete 
Study of Issues Involved 
as “Arguments of Con- 
tending Counsel Close. 


A decision on the series of suits 
growing out of Governor Talmadge’s 
financial dictatorship of Georgia is 
not likely to be handed down by the 
three judges of the Fulton superior 
court which yesterday took the issnes 
under advisement until next week, it 
was learned last night. 

Judges John D. Humphries, E. E. 
Pomeroy and Virlyn B. Moore, who 
heard the arguments on the maze of 
litigation instructed J. W. Simmons, 
clerk of the superior court, to present 
all pleadings, briefs, affidavits and 
transcribed evidence to Judge Hum- 
phries as soon as possible but, as the 
arguments ended and <he judges took 
the matter under advisement, Judge 
Huffiphries announced he and his as- 
sociates. would make a thorough and 
complete study before making a de- 
cision.

IN HARRIS COUNTY 


President Piles Up Over- 
whelming Lead in.

SHROUD TAX BILL | 


Some Proposals Held Far 
Less Drastic Than Pre- 
vious Levy Suggestions. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—(/)— 
More than a dozen new tax sched- 
ules, some far less drastic than earlier 
suggestions, were given by treasury 
experts today to a house ways and 
means subcommittee. 

With some committeemen still un- 
convinced that an additional yield of 
$620,000,000 is possible through a 
levy on undistributed corporation 
profits, the subcommittee threw a cur- 
tain of secrecy around its proceedings. 

It was learned that some of the 
new tables contemplated tax rates of 
10 to 15 per cent on around 10 to 20 
per cent of net undivided corporate 
income, graduating upward to 50 or 


55 per cent on larger portions not dis- 
tributed among stockholders in divi- 
dends. 

One committee member asserted 
privately that the tables might offer 

a basis for permitting corporations to 
Gecuemmlate a “cushion” reserve with- 
out decreasing the potential yield to 
the treasury.

Contest Regulations. 

In case a candidate wishes to con- 
test an election, he must file his com- 
plaint with the executive committee 
within five days, setting forth reasons 
in writing. Written notice of a con- 
test must be made to other candidates 
in the race within 24 hours after the 
official count. Trial of the contest 
would be heard by a subcommittee of 
the executive committee.

Premier Hirota has had the rare 
fecord of having served in three 
successive cabinets, being retained 
in the Okada cabinet when the Saito 
cabinet went out of office in 1934 
aud now having been selected by 
the emperor to head a cabinet of 
his own. 

It is significant of the respect for 
his political: acumen and the cor- 
cial regard in which he is held per- 
sonally by the diplomats of other 
countries that Ambassador Grew 
paid a personal call upon Hirota to 
express his pleasure when Premier 
Okada continued him as minister 
for foreign affairs. 

Premier Hirota has for many 
years taken advantage of every op- 
portunity to impress the paramount 
importance of friendly relations 
with the United States, and the vital 
importance of a mutual understand- 
ing of each other’s problems and 
ambitions. 

On more than one occasion he 
has publicly expressed the confi- 
dence that a fully informed Amer- 
ica would view Japan’s diplomatic, 
military and economic activities in 
a sympathetic light. 

He has emphasized that there is 
ro basic points of difference be- 
tween American and Japanese poli- 
cies, and stressed Japan’s desire to 
live in peace and harmony with all 
nations. It is not surprising that 


his public utterances have created | 


a strongly favorable reaction in the 
American State Department. 
Hirota’s ability as a statesman is 
revealed in the fact that while many 
of his policies as foreign minister

Beginning of Ethiopia’s 
Breakdown. 

MAGDALA, Ethiopia.—The inevit- 
able is happening: Ethiopian defense 
in the north is breaking down before 
the Italian mechanized onslaught. 
Badoglio having smashed the massive 
basalt gateway of Amba Alagi, is 
sledge-hammering his way to Des- 
sie. The blackshirts now have the big- 
gest mountains behind. Ras Kassa with 
his 30,000 men is trapped; the Ital- 
iams have occupied Ceala and thus 
cut off his retreat in southern direc- 
tion. He may turn west, join with the 


armies of Seyoum, Smern and Burra 
and theow himself against the right 
wing of the Italian second corps. He 
may also surrender, as his position is 
almost desperate from a European mil- 
itary point of view. On the Ogaden 
front Graziani is making preparations 
to resume his drive for Harrar before 
the rainy season comes on. 

The war has entered a decisive 
phase. If the rains did not interfere 
and make progress well-nigh impossi- 
ble within a month, the defeat of the 
main Ethiop armies would be an ac- 
complished fact by May. The final 
battles are now postponed till Septem- 
ber, if peace does not make an end of 
the butchery before then. But why 
should Mussolini negotiate now that 
his troops are at last moving forward? 

Debacle would be the word to de- 
scribe the situation on the northern 
front, if not’a steady stream of new 
forces were pouring up the line. The 
Negus is sending 150, men rein- 
forcements. The only redeeming fea- 
ture of the campaign in so far as the 
Ethiopians are concerned is that the 
Italian advance still has the form of 
an arrow, leaving the Negus enormous 
facilities to maneuver and harass. 

Now that the Italians are across 
Amba Alagi the caravan road to Des- 
sie lies before them: along this road 
and the parallel trails Malaguetta’s 
army is retreating, bombed every step 
of the way. With incredible efforts 
the blackshirts are bringing tanks and 
assault cars across the mountains in 
readiness for a drive on Emperor 
Haile Selassie’s headquarters at Des- 
me: 3 
Whether Badoglio will dare to ex- 
tend his line as far as Dessie before 
the rain sets in remains to be seen. If 
he does, he leaves his right flank ex- 
posed from the direction of Gondar 
and Godjam province, which is swarm- 
ing with irregulars. He may do it, but 
it is risky.

This 
sounded like a threat to Germany and a promise to France and Belgium.

To the wise diplomatic owls here, it also contained an opposite mean- 
ing. It was a subtle warning to France that no British Tommies are 
going to help her to toss the Germans out of the Rhineland with bayo- 
nets. The Tommies will move only in case of “attack.”

Nevertheless, at thousands of points 
along the thousands of miles of in- 
ternational frontiers detachments of 
troops and inspectors stand to prevent 
the import or export of money and 
food and clothing and manufactured 
goods.

I’ve driven across many state boun- 
daries at home, and sometimes I’ve 
been guilty of very strong opinions 
regarding the reigning politicians 
thereof. But even on entering Louisi- 
ana at the height of his’ power I didn’t 
find it necessary to declare an admira- 
tion for Huey P. Long, the dictator 
of the moment, and I doubt that 
Americans entering Georgia or Kansas 
today are made uncomfortable should 
they express doubt regarding Eugene 
Talmadge or Alfred Landon. 


There’s It appears that Los 
Angeles — which is 
Los Angeles. not a state but a 

condition, and a 
clear one at that—has recently made 
another attempt te impose immigra- 
tion restrictions upon the poor. But 
in that case a formality which is per- 
fectly normal in Europe has been de- 
nounced as a conspicuots outrage 
against ordinary liberty in the United 
States. 

Try to imagine the troops and

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


Discussing ambulant treatment of 
hernia before the American College of 
Proctology last September, Dr. Charles 
S. Hershner, Esbon, Kan., alluded to 
recurrences: “You are going to have 
some,” he said. “I have quite a few.” 

Such frankness is refreshing. 
hear the brass surgeons of Yankeeland 
sounding off one might infer that the 
miracle men never have recurrences 
when they do the radical operation. 

Dr. Hershner continued: “Go ahead 
with the treatments and clear up those 
recurrences and get them down to 4 
smail percentage. If you become in- 
terested in this work you will be aston- 
ished te learn of the number of re- 
currences the surgeon has In three 
years I collected and have on file the 
names and addresses of more thar 100 
persons who have Leen unsuccessfully 
operated on for hernia ... a little 
slow about treating them after they 
have been unsuccessfully operated on. 
You will find that the scar tissue is 
hard... .” 

Bitter irony here for the brass sur- 
geon. (A “brass” surgeon or specialist 
is one who boasts too much about him- 
self and his trade.) Only a few years 
ago the B. 8S. of Yankeeland were 
loudly and angrily asserting that the 
ambulant treatment of hernia made 
subsequent operation more difficult, 
because of the scar tissue! 

Many physicians who have devel- 
oped skill in the technic of ambulant 
treatment find this method is espe- 
cially applicable for hernia sufferers 
who have been operated on and who 
still have hernia or a recurrence. 

Real surgeons everywhere—(a real 
surgeon is a doctor who knows when 
not to operate and welcomes any meth- 
od or remedy, no matter how new, if 
it offers promise of benefit)—are 
either taking postgraduate instruction 
in the new method or else referring 
suitable cases to medical ~colleagues 
who have already mastered the tech- 
nic. I say “suitable cases.” This does 
not mean that ambulant or injection 
treatment is applicable in every case 
of hernia. The radical operation is 
still the only cure possible in some 
cases. Injection treatment, however, 
gives satisfactory results in the ma- 
jority of cases of hernia, in men or 
in women, inguinal, femoral, unbilical, 
abdominal post-operative. If the hernia 
(rupture, breach, protrusion, bulging) 
is reducible, that is, if it can be re- 
placed in the abdomen by manipula- 
tion or posture, ig is probably amen- 
able to injection treatment. If it isn’t 
so reducible, radical operation is the 
only available cure. 

Advantages of ambulant treatment 
of hernia: 

1. No hospitalization—treatments are 
given in the physician’s office, usually 
at intervals of a week or so, from 
6 to 20, depending on individual con- 
ditions. 

2. No anesthetic required. 

3. Virtually no risk of shock or in- 
fection. 

4. No loss of time from usual work. 
a loss of salary. 
treatment is as likely to prove suc 
cessful as is surgery in competent 
hands. :

LONDON NAVAL TREATY 
NEARING: COMPLETION 


United States, British Ex- 
pected To Discuss Forti- 
fications in Pacific. 


LONDON, March 11.—4)—The 
draft of a naval treaty was approved 
today by delegates to the naval con- 
ference sitting as a committee review- 
ing the work of the technical drafting 
committee. 

The treaty is now complete except 
for escape clauses and other minor 
features. The draft sets the expiration 
date for the proposed pact at 1942. 

Authoritative sources said Great 
Britain and the United States might 
undertake an exchange of views on 
the questions of fortifications in the 
Pacifie before the American gelegation 
leaves for home. 

The immediate reason for the dis- 
cussion was said to he the expiration 
next December 31 of the Washington 
naval treaty of 1922 providing for 
Pacific ocean fortifications. The con- 
versations would indicate the attitude 
of the two nations toward any sudden 
Japanese move in the Pacific. 

Under the new terms whieh retain 
the maximum limit of 35,000 tons, 
battleships will be split in two groups. 
The first category will include battle- 
ships of 17,500 to 35,000 tons. The 
second will include those from 8,000 
down to 100, leaving a nonconstruc- 
tion zone between 8,000 and 17,500 
tons. 

The lowest siz@ gun in the main 
batteries of any battleship must be ten 
inches. Thus, by the new classification, 
the size of a gun would determine 
largely the difference between a small 
battleship and a cruiser. 

The treaty retains the present lim- 
itation of large cruiser to 10,000 tons 
and eight-inch guns, but a building 


vessel. 

Although the American delegation

GENEVA, March 11.—Five nations, 
one of them Turkey, a German ally 
in the World War, agreed to back 
France today in her protest to the 
League of Nations against Germany’s 
militarization of the Rhineland. 

This decision was taken at a meet- 
ing of the little and Balkan ententes 
over which Nicholas Titulescu, Ru- 
manian foreign minister, presided. 
Czechoslovakia, Rumania‘and Yugo- 
slavia make up the little entente. Ru- 
mania and Yugoslavia also are mem- 
bers of the Balkan entente with Greece 
and Turkey, which fought with Ger- 
many in the great war. 

No communique was issued. but 
sources close to Titulescu e6aid it was 
agreed in principle to support France 
in the Locarno crisis. . Tituleseu left 
tonight for London. 

Soviet Russia was generally expect- 
ed here also to back France. 

Some comment was cause in League 
corridors by the fact the League has 
not yet posted any official notice that 
the council will met Saturday in Lon- 
don instead of tomorrow in Geneva, as 
originally scheduled. 

However, Dr. Joseph A. C. Avenol, 
secretary-general of the League, and a 
number of other members of the secre- 
tariat prepared to entrain for Eng- 
land.

‘Patrolman Elliott’s regular duty is

Last September: he took a month’s 
leave .of “absence to attend the army, 
navy and Department of Justice schoo] 
at Camp Perry. There he “majored” 
in pistol and machine gun marksman- 
ship, winning fifth place in a national 
machine gun contest.

Perry. The bullets, making their first 
appearance in the south, are described 
by the officer as “the last word” in 
combatting the criminal...

“Just pour a round of these into an 
automobile driven by- fleeing killers 
and imagine what will happen,” said 
Elliott. .The policeman’s. greatest. de- 
fence, he reminded, is the fact that 
the killer is always a coward, 

Birdshot Bullets. 

The other type of machine gun. bul- 
let is tipped. with a paper capsule con- 
taining 120 small pellets about the 
size of bird shot.- These bullets, fired 
from a sub-machine gun at the. rate 
of 550 a minute, can literally coat a 
man with lead with a single sweeping 
burst. 

After displaying the complete. col- 
lection of police artillery yesterday 
afternoon, Chief Sturdivant closed the 
arsenal vault with a backward glance 
at the rows of efficient, wicked-looking 
guns and police paraphernalia and de- 
clared: : 

“And believe me, that stuff in there 
was put there to use.” 

The new guns, it was diclosed, will 
be issued to all radio car men desir- 
ing them as they are declared to be 
especially effective in combating 
burglars and holdup men.

CAROLINA TO SPONSOR 
LEAF CROP CONTROL BILL 

COLUMBIA, 8. C.. March 11.—() 
Senator Paul Quattl#baum, of Horry; 
annnounced today. that. a legislative 
delegation to a reeent tobacco confer- 
ence at. Washington. planned to in- 
troduce a bill tomorrow for provision- 
al crop control in South Carolina. | 

He said the measure would be pat- 
terned closely after one: enacted by 
the Virginia legislature,. authorizing 
that state to enter into a eompact 
with the Carolinas -and Georgia to 
curb production of flue-cured tobacco 
to boost prices. 

The Horry senator id the bill 
would provide for creation of a state 
tobacco commission of three members, 
two to be growers, to allot marketing 
quotas to producers with the assist- 
ance of growers’ committees. 


The quotas would be based upon 
the last ones fixed by the United 
States - Department of Agriculture 
with adjustments, and marketing cer- 
tificates. would be issued accordingly. 
Quotas for the states would be based 
upon the amount of-tobacco required 
for world consumption. 

The measure would not become ef- 
fective until congress approves the 
proposed compact and similar acts 
are passed by all the states included 
in the proposed agreement. 

It would apply to the 1936 crop, 


North -Carolina and a proclamation 
by Governor Talmadge of Georgia that 
control measures in accord with the 
other acts of the other states “in his 
opinion” had been adopted. 

The Governor would be anthorized 
to suspend the enforcement of the act 
upon its suspension in any of the 
compact states “by reason of iegisia- 
tive repeal or by reason of an in- 


junction issued by any court of com- 
petent. jurisdiction.” 

The Virginia act also set up a pro- 
posed compact with.

Mrs. Adams has served as state li- 
brarian, state recording secretary and 
second vice regent of the Georgia 
Society, D. A. R. She has done out- 
standing work during the past two 
years as state chairman of national 
defense. 

Mrs. Adams is prominently identi- 
fied with other patriotic societies in 
the state. She is organizing president 
of the Thomas McCall Chapter, U. 
S. D., 1812, of Dublin, the chapter 
having been named for her ancestor, 
who served as surveyor genéral 
of the state of Georgia. She is a 
charter member of the Georgia ,Soci- 
ety Colonial Dames: of the 17th cen- 
tury and is at present state s6ec- 
ond vice president of this society. She 
is state first vice president of the 
Georgia Society, U. 8S. D., 1812. 

Mrs. Adams is the daughter of the 
late Captain Rollin A. Stanley and 
Martha Lowther, her father being a 
graduate of Dartmouth and was a cap- 


tain in the War Between the States. 
The father was of the sturdy stock of 
the Stanleys who made early history 
in the New Bern section of North 
Carolina; his grandfather, Thomas 
McCall, moved to Dublin in 1812, and 
was surveyor general for the state. An 
uncle, Hugh McCall, wrote Georgia's 
first history, remembered and read 
now for its fine diction and its great 
worth of facts of early Georgia his- 
tory. John Lowther, grandfather of 
Mrs. Adams was one. of the first 
merchants of Dublin. His father was 
born ,in Wales... Her mother de- 
scended from the Jones family of Vir- 
ginia and Georgia, Petersburg, Va., 
having been named for an ancestor, 

Captain Sherwood Bugg, an ances- 
tor, was captured while defending the 
estate of a whig and was one of the 
strongest champions for: the liberty of 
his country. His wife, Elizabeth, was 
called the friend of the whigs, and her 
home in Beach Island, 8S. C., was 
known far and wide as a refuge for 
American patriots. Her great loyal- 
ty and patriotism secured a grant of 
land from the state of Georgia. Mrs. 
Adams is descended from four colonial 
governors. 

She is the wife of Hon. John S. Ad- 
ams, one of the most prominent law- 
yers in the state, and a sister of Hon. 
Hal M. Stanley and Judge Vivian L. 
StanJey. Her only daughter is Mrs.

It was beer that brought about spring training in baseball. 
Beer and pickled pigs’ kunckles and that sort of thing. 
ext Anson’s Colts won the pennant for Chicago back in 
1 . 

Men were men in those days and ‘beer was the drink. 
Anson’s Colts were the toast of the town. And they had 
made extra money. And no ball player could pay for anything 
in a saloon. His presence there brought in the trade. 

The Colts spent the winter of 1885 drinking beer 
and eating beer food, which food is just stuffed with 
calories and vitamins A, B, C, D, E and F. 

When spring came round with rustling shade the Colts were 
all fatter than a pen full of prize Poland China porkers. Cap 
Anson took one look at them and knew an inch worm could out- 
run the lot of them. 

So he carted them off to Hot Springs. There were eleven 
of them, a very large number of ball players in those days 
because only nine could play at once. That was in the spring 
of 1886 and Billy Sunday was a member of the team. 

The boys took the baths and climbed the hills and sweated 
off the beer fat. 

That was the first spring training trip ever taken 
by a baseball club. After that they started going south 
with some regularity. It was the Old Orioles who went 
south first just for training. And not because of a win- 
ter of serious beer drinking. 

I once heard Billy Sunday tell about those baseball days 
with Anson’s Colts. They must have been fearful drinkers. | 
recall hearing Billy Sunday preach at the marine corps camp at 
Quantico, Virginia. The officers had passed the word to the 
evangelist the boys were going around to Four-and-a-Half 
street in Washington and drinking bad booze. Billy let them 
have it. He was telling about the old ball players and one of 
Anson’s Colts in particular. : 

It seems they found the insides of Anson’s Colt to be pickled 
to a fine old leathery condition and the man died a very sad 
death. 

The game has changed a lot. The Old Orioles used to keep 
a quart handy on the bench. But they could take it, I guess. 
They had a sort of pride in their ability to withstand any sort of 
pain. 

I was with the late Wilbert Robinson, one of the 
most famous of the Old Orioles, a few minutes after a 
stroke had felled him. In the fall he had shattered his 
left arm. 

When the doctor came he told Uncle Robbie he would have 
to take him to the hospital. 

“Say, Doctor,” he said, “forget all about that hospital 
business. Just wrap up that arm. I’m tough. I’m an Old 
Oriole.” 

A grand man, Uncle Robbie. Gentle and kind and blustering. 
A lot went out of life when he passed on.

The birds get up farther away from the hunter than 
does the quail. And they fly farther before lighting. 

This gives them an added protection which they need because of 
their size. They are colored on the back like a dove. They are red- 
marked about the eyes and bill. They have brilliant color stripes on 
the breast. 

Altogether they are the most beautiful bird I’ve ever seen. If the 
game hogs of Georgia will give this bird a chance when it is released 
and obey the game laws, it will in time rival the quail. They plan to 
release 2,000 of them next season.

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ALIFT PUMP 
CAN'T DRAW WATER 
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Pumps simply reduce the air pres 
sure in the pi which go down to 
the water, and the actual rising of 
the water is done by atmospheric pres- 
sure. The normal lifting power of the 
atmosphere is about 32 feet, and if the 
air is exhaueted from a pipe with one 
end under water, the water will rise 
in the pipe to a height of 32 feet, but 
no higher. Thus, the pistons of lifting 
pumps are placed far enough below 
the ground level, so that they are not 
more than 32 feet above water 
level. When water is pumped from 
deep wells, the pump is extended down 
to within lifting distance of the water 
which is 32 feet (at sea level).
